LINDBERGHS FLY 
OVER JUNGLE AND 
LAND IN TRINIDAD 


Colonel and Wife Reach 
Port-of-Spain After 900- 
Mile Journey From Man- 
aos, Brazil. 


By the Associated Press, 

PORT-OF-SPAIN, Trinidad, Dec. 
12.—Col. and Mrs. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh arrived here this afternoon 
after. a flight of more than 900 
miles from Manaos, Brazil. 

The Colonel set the big red sea- 
plane down in the harbor here at 
1:27 p. m. (St. Louis time). He 
had taken off from the Amazon 
‘River in the interior of Brazil at 
3:48 a. m. (St. Louis time). 

The total elapsed flying time was 
9 hours and 39 minutes. 

He had passed up the rivers 
Negro and Branco, with jungles, 
prairies and world-famed cataracts 
flashing by. | i 

Mrs. Lindbergh, working the 
wireless key, reported to Pan- 
American Airways here the prog- 
ress of the plane at intervals. , 

The course lay over the formid- 


able Sierra Pacaraima range, 
forming part of the Brazil-Ven- 
ezuela border. 


The good weather of the major 
portion of the flight failed the 
American couple on the short Ven- 
ezuela-to-Trinidad portion. Heavy 
weather set in and the Colonel had 
to follow the island’s coastline to 
Port-of-Spain. 

It was raining as the plane roared 
over the harbor, but there was still 
good visibility and 1000 feet of ceil- 
ing—that is, the ground was dis- 
tinct from an altitude of 1000 feet. 

The monoplane skimmed across 
the water to an easy landing as 
thousands of spectators watched 
from the shore and cheered. 

Gov. Sir A. Claude Hollis invited 
Col. and Mrs. Lindbergh to be his 
guests tonight. It was expected 
the flyers would resume their 
homeward journey tomorrow, al- 
though the Colonel gave no defi- 
nite indication what their immedi- 
ate plans were. 

Some time after the takeoff, Mrs. 
Lindbergh, operating the radio, re- 
ported to the Pan Américan Air- 
ways wireless station: “Following 
Rio Branco 180 miles south of Boa 
Vista; seven-tenths overcast at 8000 
feet; visibility unlimited.”

PARIS, Dec. 12.—A third default 
on the French debt to the United 
States was confirmed by the Cab- 
inet today. ) 

At the same time a firm stand to- 
ward Chancellor Hitler of Germany 
was approved. 

The Government considers itself 
bound by the refusal of the Chamber 
of Deputies to pay the United 
States a year ago and, since the 
situation has not changed in the 
meanwhile, Joseph Paul-Boncour, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, was in- 
structed to send Washington a re- 
ply to that effect. The debt state- 
ment was presented to the French 
Government by Andre Lefevre de 
Leboulaye, French /mbassador to 


Washington. 
The Cabinet approved Paul-Bon-

EFFORT TO PASS BILL 
IN SESSION TONIGHT 


Purpose to Expedite Refer- 
ence to Conference, Com- 
promise, and Passage Be- 


fore Christmas.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 12.— 
The Missouri House was standing 
its ground today in opposition to 
return of the open saloon in any 
form, following action late yester- 
day in striking from the Senate bill 
a section which, through liberal 
provisions for liquor sales by the 
drink, would have authorized res- 
toration of the old saloon... 

The Senate bill, in its present 
amended form in the House, con- 
tains no provision for sale by the 
drink except under licenses issued 
for railroad dining, buffet and ob- 
servation cars. As the bill stands 
a train ride would be necessary to 
purchase whisky by the drink le- 
gally. 

The bill authorizes State-wide sale 
in original packages, not to be con- 
sumed on the premises where sold, 
under permits to be issued by a 
State liquor control supervisor. 

The two houses have been far 
apart on liquor control methods. 
The House trend against return,of 
anything resembling the old saloon 
had been clearly demonstrated in 
adoption of amendments to its pend- 
ing control bill. That bill, not yet 
passed by the House, authorizes 
original package sales, and author- 
izes hotels, restaurants and cafes 


Trying to Hasten Action. 

House leaders decided to keep the 
House in session tonight until the 
pending Senate bill is passed in 
some form, so it can be reported 
back to the Upper House tomor- 
row. ‘The purpose is to expedite 
reference of the liquor control legis- 
lation to joint conference commit- 
tees of the two Houses to work 
out a compromise. After the House 
reports the Senate bill back to the 
Senate, as - mended, the next step 
will be for the Senate to refuse to 
concur in. the House amendments 
and to request appointment of a 
joint conference committee. 

‘We are going to stay in session 
tonight until we pass this bill in 
some shape,” Speaker Meredith 
said, “no matter how long it takes, 
The only hope for a control bill is 
through conference committees, and 
we might as well get to that point 
as soon as possible. We want to 
get this Legislature ‘out of the 
trenches’ by Christmas, if possible.” 

New Demand by Gov. Park. 

Gov. Park today repeated his 
stand for a State liquor control bill 
to conform to the recommendations 
of his Advisory Commission on 
Liquor Control. He is opposed to 
sale of liquor by the drink except 
in hotel dining rooms, restaurants 
and clubs, and does not approve 
the Senate bill, which would author- 
ize sale by the drink in saloons. 

“In legislation on liquor,” the 
Governor said, “Missouri should 
adhere to the Democratic national 
and State platforms. We must not 
pass an act which will mean the 
return to the saloon. This is a 
faith we must keep with the peo- 
ple who placed the Democratic 
party in power in the nation and in 
the State. 

“The Advisory Commission gave 
careful study to this whole liquor 
sale question. It consisted of rep- 
resentative men and women of the 
State, and it made recommendations 
which, I believe, we should follow. 

“I am well aware of the fact that 
a bill along those lines will not 
satisfy all of the people of the 
State, but no bill that could be 
drawn would do that because there 
are so many differences of opinion. 
Such a bill would mean that we 
had kept out party pledges, how- 
ever. It would do the thing that 


the people expected us to do and 
voted for us to do.”

Several of Prominent Op-

7 WASHINGTON , Dec. 12.—Despite 


the refusal of many dry cleaners to 
accept the new minimum prices 
fixed under their code, NRA today 
had succeeded in reducing by 50 or 
so the list of violators which it is 
threatened to cite to the Federal 
Trade Commission for prosecution. 

The converts were mainly little 
ones while the more prominent cut- 


price operators stuck to their oppo- — 


sition. 

At the end of last night’s hearing 
the NRA gave the cleaners who 
have refused to comply with the 
code one more chance to raise their 
prices to the required level, before 
it turns their cases over to the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission for action. 

The hearing on the price sched- 
ules set by the trade Authority un- 
der the code, which NRA has prom- 
ised to restudy this week, continued 
this morning with more cash-and- 
carry and small independent mer- 
chants arguing for a differential 
against the call-and-deliver service 
cleaners. 

Mean to Enforce Code. 

Officials indicated they expected 
to proceed rapidly against ring 
leaders of the code opposition,. but 
made no announcement regarding 
the line to be taken. 

They frankly admitted that the 
principal effort was to persuade 
small cleaners to accept the prices 
so as to avoid having to prosecute 
them. 

One convert announced was Sam- 
uel Bazemore, St. Petersburg (Fila.) 
presser, whose violation, and the at- 
tempt of competitors to prosecute 
him, brought in Tampa, Fia., the 
opinion by Federal Judge Akerman 
that NRA could not constitutionally 
attempt to regulate strictly — local 
commerce. The Government was’ 
not represented in that proceeding, 
but a visit of Federal Trade Com- 
mission men to Bazemore  per- 
suaded him to comply. 

Against Prices, Not the Code. 

The session followed hours of 
protests against schedules set by 
the code authority, ranging from 65 
to 95 cents. Many objectors were 
small individualists, but. the bulk 
were linked in an association of 
cash and carry cleaners who want- 
ed to keep a 40-cent price. 


The authority charged this was 
a “fraud” behind. which. they 
charged much higher figures. They 
accused these men of being the 
cut-throats, the labor-sweaters and 
“pirates” of the industry. 

All argued stoutly that they were 
for the code, obeying its every word 
except on prices, and most of them 
favored a fixed price, so long as it 
was theirs. 

Arthur D. Whiteside, division ad- 
ministrator, promised the NRA 
would rule by Friday, if possible, 
whether to alter the schedules. 

Pleads for Faith in NRA. 

W. H. Davis, director of compli- 
ance, pleaded with some of the 
younger men not to let themselves 
be classed as lawbreakers, but to 
put their faith in NRA to give 
—* a square deal, and obey the

Charles F. Johnson of Jackson- 
ville, Fla., who earlier in the day 
had made vigorous defense of his 
own low prices, asked for another 
day to think it over but was re- 
fused. He left protesting bitterly: 
“I didn’t know there was a law to 
prevent me making an honest liv- 
ing. I'll have to lock up the place 
and leave it.” 

N. A. Fink of Chicago stepped up 
and said: “I’ve been placed in a 
very embarrassing position, and in 
view of the attitude shown me, pre- 
fer to appear before the Federal 
Trade Commission.”

The State tax of 80 cents a gallon 
on whisky, gin and other spirits, as 
fixed in the Senate bill, was in- 
creased to 96 cents a gallon through 
adoption of another amendment. 


Many Amendments Offered in the 
House Late Yesterday. 
The Senate bill, which passed the 
upper house last week, was called 
up in the House yesterday after- 
noon for third reading and passage, 
as a special order of business. 
House members immediately began 
dissecting it with amendments, So 
many amendments were in prospect 
that a right session was proposed, 
but it was called off after several 
House members insisted they want- 
ed to be free last night “to write 
more amendments.” 
The first important test was 
reached late in the afternoon when 
the House voted, 78 to 36, to delete 
the so-called saloon section from 
the bill. This section authorized 
“any person” who possessed the 
qualifications required by the act, 
and who complied with the act, and 
any local, municipal or county ordi- 
nances and regulations, to apply 
for a permit to sell liquor at retail 
for consumption on the premises. 
Representative Armstrong (Dem.) 
of Pulaski County, who offered the 
amendment, presented it as a defi- 
nite test of whether the House 
“would uphold the State and na- 
tional party platform pledges to 
prevent the return of the saloon.” 
Armstrong said the amendment 
would prevent sale of intoxicating 
liquor by the drink, but would not 
interfere with its sale in the orig- 
inal package for consumption away 
from the premises where sold. 
The favorable vote of 78 received 
by the amendment is two more 
than a constitutional majority in 
the House. If this group, made up 
almost entirely of rural members, 
remains intact, it can prevent final 
passage of a bill not acceptable to 
it. Only 51 adverse votes would be 
necessary to block House adoption 
of an emergency clause, which 
would be required to put a control 
bill in effect as soon as it is signed 
by the Governor. An act passed 
without an emergency clause and 
signed by the Governor could not 
become effective until 90 days after 
the special session adjourns. , 
Representative Taylor of Chari- 
ton County led the fight against 
Armstrong’s amendment, declaring 
it was not fair to the people. He 
said the bill should permit cities 
and towns, or unincorporated parts 
of counties, to vote on the ques- 
tion of whether they desired sale 
of liquor by the drink. 
Other Amendments Adopted.

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Gives ‘Inside’ of Wrestling Game 
in $25,000 Suit for Injuries 


Gouging, Hair-Pulling and Butting Unre- 
buked, He Testifies—“Super-Show- 
manship” Swells Crowds. 


The reaction of fans to modern 
wrestling tactics which Harry S. 
Sharpe, veteran boxing: and wrest- 
ling referee, characterized as “su- 
per-showmanship” were described 
by witnesses today in Sharpe's $25,- 
000 damage suit against Tom Packs, 
promoter of most of the bouts held 
in St. Louis. 

Sharpe, a boxer of the old school, 
famed for his 77-round fight in 1893 
which ended when he knocked out 
his opponent in the longest fight on 
record to end in that fashion, al- 
leges he was beaten by wrestling 
fans at the Coliseum on the night of 
Feb. 17, 1930, when he awarded a 
decision to Jim Londos over Fred 
Grobmeier. Both grapplers had 
fallen out of the ring, and Grob- 
meier, Sharpe held, failed to return 
in the réquired 20 seconds. 

The crowd had been worked up 
to a “frenzy,” today’s witnesses said, 
by bouts whick resembled “lumber- 
jack brawls,” and manifested its ex- 
citement during the bouts by such 
cries as ‘Pull his arm off and threw 
it out here!” and “Break his neck!” 


Describes Fouls. 


None of the jury of 12 men had 
ever seen a wrestling bout, and only 
one of them had witnessed a prize 
fight. They followed with interest 
Sharpe’s description of what had 
gone on during the three prel.min- 
ary bouts before he entered the 
ring to officiate in the Londos- 
Grobmeier match. Referees in the 
preliminary bouts, he said, should 
have disqualified the contestants 
for fouls which were “flagrant vio- 
lations” of the rules. 

“By fouls,” he added, “I mean 
hat the wrestlers, at least one in 
each bout, violated the rules by 
gouging, bending back fingers, slic- 
ing, pulling of ears and nose, pull- 
ing of hair, kicking, butting, heel- 
ing, hitting at each other, slugging, 
knuckling nerve centers, spitting, 
kneeling, and other things for 
which a wrestler should be dis- 
qualified. None was.” 

Such innovations in the ancient 
pastime, Sharpe’s attorney, Sig- 
mund Bass, told Circuit Judge 
Kirkwood, tended to inflame the 
crowd against Sharpe when he end- 
ed a bout merely because the 
wrestlers had fallen out of the ring 
and one of them failed to return in 
the allotted time. It was for this 
reason that the testimony was al- 
lowed over the objections of Packs’ 
counsel. 

Sharpe, a mild-mannered man of 
63, testified he had noted the re- 
sponse of the crowd to the “super- 


showmanship” of the preliminary 


bouts, and that he had told Packs 
he would not officiate in the main 
match unless guards were sta- 
tioned at the ringside for his pro- 
tection. Packs, he said, had agreed 
to furnish the guards. 
Attacked on Leaving Ring. 

As he left the ring after award- 
ing the decision to Londos, Sharpe 
testified, he was attacked by spec- 
tators, who beat him with a cane or 
stick until several policemen made 
their way to him and quelled the 
disorder. As a result, he said, he 
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suffered an infection of the mouth, 
was required to have 14 teeth ex- 
tracted, and was ill for nine weeks, 
during which he vas away from his 
work as an insurance salesman. 

After the beating, he said, he 
went to the dressing room to con- 
front Packs and State Boxing 
Commissioner Seneca Taylor, and 
tell them that he was through as a 
referee. “They looked at me,” he 
said, “but did not answer.” 

Dr. Julius L. Bishof, dentist in 
the Carleton Building, testified he 
had removed Sharpe’s teeth and 
that the infection which made ex- 
traction necessary might have been 
‘caused by blows. 

Sharpe was asked by one of his 
counsel, Robert Kratky, if attend- 
ance had not seus at wrest- 
ling bouts since “super-showman- 
ship” had been practiced. He said 
it had.” Kratky, in a statement to 
the court, said it would be shown 
teat Packs had encouraged wrest- 
lers to indulge ii. “showmanship.” 

In cross-exam aation A. E. L. 
Gardner, attorney for Packs; took 
Sharpe over his long career as a 
boxer, bringing, out that he had par- 
ticipated in many grueling bouts 
and had suffered a paralytic stroke 
20 years ago. He sought to show 
that the loss of teeth o: which 
Sharpe complains was not unnat- 
ural in a man of his years who had 
lived the strenuous life he had. 

“Near Riot,” Witness Says. 

Damon Kerby, Post-Dispatch 
sports writer, testified a “near 
riot” followed Sharpe’s decision. 
The crowd, he said, pressed around 
the ring clamoring its objections. 
He did not see Sharpe attacked. 
Gardner asked if the crowd's atti- 
tude might not better be described 
as excitement rather than frenzy, 
and likened it to the excitement of 
a baseball or football crowd, but 
Kerby said baseball crowds were 
not “blood-thirsty” and that foot- 
ball crowds do not demand the 
“heart’s blood” of the other team. 

Wellford E. Dugger, a manufac- 
turer of optical cases, said the 
crowd called Sharpe “crooked” and 
threw missiles into the ring ‘after 
he had awarded the bout to Londos. 
Londos was escorted from the ring 
by policemen, he said, but no one 
accompanied Sharpe, and the ref- 
eree was beaten by the crowd. The 
attack on Sharpe was described 
also by Joseph F. Zirnheld, operator 
of a finance company and a friend 
of the referee. Zirnheld said Packs 
afterward admitted to him that he 
regarded himself responsible for 
Sharpe’s injuries.

In a crowded courtroom June 
answered questions put by Circuit 
Judge Fisher, State’s Attorney 
Nash and Defense Attorney Goem- 
bel. 
That Sunday, June said, she had 
been visiting with her father, as 
permitted by the divorce decree. 
They went to church, she said,.and 
in the afternoon went to two shows. 
Then -Ear] Hanson, executive of a 
milling machine company, drove 
her home. 

She Calls Twice. 
“As I walked into the house,” the 
child said, “I called ‘Mom.’ There 
was no answer. I thought she was 
upstairs waiting for me as she 
usually was and I started up the 
stairs. I called ‘Mom’ again, but 
there was no answer.” 
June said as she mounted the 
stairs the house lighted up sud- 
denly. She looked out the French 
windows and saw her father’s au- 
tomobile in flames. 
Then, she said, she dashed out- 
side, terrified, to see her father’s 
burning body on the ground be- 
side the car. She ran shouting for 
help to a neighbor’s, she added. 
“In driving that day did you no- 
tice anything wrong with the car?” 
Judge Fisher asked (the defense 
claimed that gasoline escaping from 
the car would explain the fatal 
fire). 
“No.” 
June’s testimony followed that of 
Mrs. Alice Gleasman, a neighbor 
of Mrs. Hanson, that she overheard 
Mrs.. Hanson say in a telephone 
conversation 
that “I'll get even with him yet. 
He’ll never know what hit him.” 
Policeman. Robert Marston testi- 
fied that in November,. 1931, he was 
called to a department store and 
there found Mrs. Hanson striking 
Earl with a pair of pliers. 
"You dirty dog!” Marston quoted 
Mrs. Hanson. «as ~ shouting, “why 
don’t you come home and take care 
of your family?” 
Expert testimony was given to 
day that Mrs. Hanson wrote the 
threatening letters her husband, 
Earl; received before his death. 
Vernon Faxon of Chicago, hand- 
writing expert, testified that signa- 
tures of Mrs. Hanson on five docu- 
ments in the court's possession, the 
contents of the defendant’s. “lit- 
tle brown book,” a diary, and let- 
ters to Earl Hanson all were writ- 
ten by the same hand, 
Mrs. Hanson obtained a divorce 
last December on grounds of cruel- 
ty and the court documents used 
for comparison were the records in 
the divorce procetdings, bearing 
her writing. : 
Judge Fisher said. he would rule 
later on admissibility of the docu- 
ments in evidence.

complied with. The Referee’s rec- 
ommendations are subject to ap- 
proval by the court after the filing 
of exceptions by counsel. 

Plaintiffs in the suit, which 
charged mismanagement of the 
company by the Handlans, are Mrs. 
Kathryn Handlan Trautz, widow of 
M. J. Trautz; Mrs. Lillian Handlan 
Lemp and Mrs. G. A. Buder Jr. 
Mrs. Trautz and Mrs. Lemp are sis- 
ters of the defendants and Mrs. 
Buder is Mrg. Trautz’s daughter. 
The suit followed protracted litiga- 
tion over the estate of the late Mr. 
Handlan, in which members of the 
family took sides. 

Mrs, Trautz, Mrs. Lemp and Mrs. 
Buder each own 100 of the 2500 
shares of stock of the $250,000 
Handlan-Buck company. Mrs. Bu- 
der inherited hers from an uncle, 
Eugene W. Handlan, The late Alex- 
ander Handlan left 1550 shares in 
a trust fund, of which Mrs Lemp, 
A. H. Handlan Jr. and E. R. Hand- 
‘lan are trustees. The brothers own 
450 shares outright. 

The Referee’s report lists six 
items, totaling $226,000, with inter- 
est of $34,000, as the amount of in- 
debtedness to the company, of 
which the plaintiffs are stockhold- 
ers. The amount owed by A. H. 
Handlan Jr., according to the re- 
port, is $159,499; by E. R. Handlan,

“Unconscionable Profit.” 


The largest item is $150,000, which 
was the sale price of a warehouse 
at Main and Plum streets, sold by 
A. H. Handlan Jr. to the company 
; in 1928 for $150,000. 

Testimony showed that Handlan 
had bought it in 1925 for $50,000. 
The referee found its reasonable 
|market value at: the time of its 
sale to the company was not more 
than $55,000. The sale is described 
in the referee’s report as unfair to 
the corporation, resulting in A. H. 
Handlan Jr. “securing an unjust 
and unconscionable advantage and 
profit, with loss and damage to the 
company and its stockholders, 
amounting in law to a fraud.” The 
report recommends the sale be set 
aside and judgment be given in 
favor of the company for $150,000, 
with interest and that the company 
receive a first lien on the property 
as security.

Telegram to Roosevelt Tells 
of Progress of Program 
and Says 22,919 Will Be 
Placed by Thursday. 


With the Federal CWA re-em- 
ployment program moving at top 
epeed for several days, Charles H. 
Morrill, chairman of the local com- 
mittee, last night telegraphed a re 
port 6f progress to President Roose- 
velt, assuring him that the full St. 
Louis quota of 22,919 jobs would be 
filled by Thursday. 

Morrill’s telegram reported that 
15,223 men and women had been as- 
signed to jobs today. The assign- 
ment office at 1823 Washington ave- 
nue was open until nearly midnight 
last night and the night before. 

In addition, Morrill said, 1000 
women would be put to work 
by tomorrow. This allotment is not 
included in the CWA program, in 
which some jobs for women are pro 
vided, but is made possible by an 
appropriation from Federal relief 
funds. All of those to be assigned 
to these jobs are to be taken from 
the relief rolls. 

Mrs. Edward J. Walsh, a mem- 
ber of the executive committee of 
Citizens’ Committee, was appointed 
chairman of a special committee to- 
day which will have charge of the 
placement of these 1000 women. She 
has received requisitions from hos- 
pitals, community centers and the 
Board of Education for several 
hundred women to work as clean- 
ers, seamstresses, clerks, practical 
nurses and in other jobs. A special 
assignment office was opened on 
Eighteenth street, just south of 
Washington avenue.

Supreme Court Holds Fitz- 
Henry Erred in Telling 
Jury He Believed. De- 
fendant Guilty.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.— With 
two Justices dissenting, the United 
States Supreme Court held yester- 
day that Judge Louis. FitzHenry 
of the Southern District of Mli- 
nois exceeded his authority -when 
he instructed a jury that Harry 
Murdock, partner in the Mounds 
gambling club in Madison County 


‘the Federal internal revenue laws 
when he refused to divulge the 
names of persons to whom he had 
paid money in 1927 and 1928. 
The Supreme Court affirmed the 
opinion of the Federal Court of Ap- 
peals at Chicago, which reversed 
the decision in Judge FitzHenry’s 
court. Under the Circuit Court 
opinion, the case will go back to the 
lower court for retrial. 

Charge to Jury. 
In refusing to divulge the names 
of persons to whom hg had paid 
$24,000 in 1927-28, Murdock claimed 
protection of the fifth amendment 
of the Constitution, insisting that 
such information would tend to in- 
criminate him. In the course of 
the charge to the jury the trial 
Judge said: , 
“So far as the facts are con- 
cerned in this case, gentlemen of 
the jury, I want to instruct you 
that whatever the Court may say 
as to the facts, is only the Court’s 
view. Yok are at liberty to entirely 
disregard it. The Court feels that 
from the evidence in this case, that 
the Government has sustained the 
burden cast upon it by the law and 
has proved that this defendant is 
guilty in manner and form as 
charged beyond a _ reasonable 
doubt.” 
-The trial judge refused the re- 
quest of Murdock’s counsel for a 


the evidence as to whether Mur- 
dock’s refusal to answer the ques- 
tions was based on good faith. 


Supreme Court Comment. 
The Supreme Court opinion, de- 
livered by Justice Roberts, com- 
mented as follows on this point: 
“In the circumstances we think 
the trial judge erred in stating the 
opinion that the respondent was 
guilty beyond a reasonable doubt. 
“A Federal judge may analyze 
the evidence, comment upon it, and 
express his views with regard to 
the testimony of witnesses, He 
may advise the jury in respect of 
the facts, but the decision of issues 
of fact must be fairly left to the 
jury. Although the power of’ the 
judge to express an opinion as to 
the guilt of the defendant exists, 
it should be exercised cautiously 
and onlyin exceptional cases. Such 
an expression of opinion was held 
not to warrant a reversal, where, 
upon the undisputed and admitted 
facts, the defendant’s voluntary 
conduct amounted to the commis- 
sion of the crime defined by the 
statute. The present, however, is 
not such a case, unless the word 
‘wilfully’, used in the section upon 
which the indictment was founded, 
means no more than voluntarily. 
“The word often denotes an act 
which is intentional, or knowing, 
or voluntary, as distinguished from 
accidental. But when used in a 
criminal statute it generally means 
an act done with a bad purpose. 
“This court has held that where 
directions as to the method of con- 
ducting a business are embodied in 
a revenue act to prevent loss of 
taxes,and the act declares a willful 
failure to observe the directions 
a penal offense, an evil, an evil mo- 
tive is a constituent element of the 
crime.” 
The decision observed that Con- 
gress had not intended to penalize 
a bona fide misunderstanding of 
the internal revenue laws. 
“It follows,” the decision contin- 
ued, “that the respondent (Mur- 
dock) was entitled “4o the charge he 
requested with respect to his good 
faith and actual belief. “Not until 
this court pronounced judgment in 
United States vs. Murdock; 284 U. 
S. 141, had it been definitely set- 
tled that one under examination in 
a Federal tribunal could not re 
fuse to answer on account of prob- 
able incrimination under state law. 
bpeals Court Upheld. 
The trial court could not, there- 
fore, properly tell the jury the de- 


was 80 unreasonable and ill found- 
ed as to exhibit bad faith and es- 
tablish wilful wrongdoing. This 
was the effect of the instructions 
given. We think the Circuit Court 
of Appeals correctly upheld the re- 
spondent’s right to have the ques- 
tion of absence of evil motive sub- 
mitted to the jury, and we are’ of 
opinion that the requested instruc- 
tion was apt for the purpose.”

Parades, Speeches, “ Te Deum 
Service in Asuncion on Re- 
ports of Bolivians’ Defeat.

ASUNCION, Paraguay, Dec. 12. 
-Paraguayans paraded through 
flag-decorated streets last night in 
celebration of reports of victories 
over the Bolivians in the Gran 


Chato war. The Defense Ministry 
announced the capture of more 
than 13,000 Bolivians in the Chaco 
Boreal. (Northern Chaco). The 
Archbishop of Asuncion officiated 
at a Te Deum. A crowd estimated 
at 20,000 organized street demon- 
strations and heard enthusiastic 
speeches by the Defense Minister 
and other officials. 

The municipality invited all busi- 
ness houses to close for a fiesta 
of celebration and to permit all 
civilians to assist in the victory 
celebration. 

The Defense Ministry issued 
three successive communiques de- 
claring Paraguayan forces had cap- 
tured: 

The Bolivian cavalry regiment 
Lanza with its commanding of- 
ficer, Lieutenant-Colonel Vidal 
Aranibar; six Lieutenants and 
six sub-Lieutenants; 

The Bolivian Twentieth Regi- 
ment, the Loa, and the Bolivian 
Twenty-first Regiment, the Aba- 
roa—a total of 1500 men—and 
their complete personnel of offi- 
cers, in an engagement in which 
600 Bolivians were killed; 

The Bolivian Fourth and Ninth 

Army Divisions with 10,500 men 
and more than 700 officers, .as 
well as a large quantity of muni- 
tions. : 
The capture of the Fourth and 
Ninth Divisions originally was re- 
ported unofficially and later the 
Defense Ministry confirmed the 
re ort officially. 
The war is an outgrowth of more 
than 50 years of hostilities over 
the Chaco region, a great jungle 
wilderness comprising many thou- 
sand square miles of only partly 
explored territory claimed both by 
Paraguay and Bolivia.

Chancellor Hitler was 
not present. 

Crowds of spectators who sur- 
rounded the Kroll Opera House 
where the Reichstag was seated be- 
cause the Reichstag building has 
not been refurnished following the 
fire of last February, were disap- 
pointed at their inability to see 
Hitler. He, however, had gone to 
Wilhelmshaven to welcome the Ger- 
man cruiser Koeln returning from 
a world trip. 

The legislators re-elected Her- 
mann Goering, Prussian Premier, as 
president of the body and elected 
as vice presidents Hans Kerrl, Prus- 
sian Minister of Justice; Thomas 
Esser, President of the Bavarian 
Diet; and Emil Georg von Strauss, 
director of the Deutsche Bank.

Were Killed.

“MADRID, Dec. 12.—Authorities 
throughout Spain announced today 
that the extremist uprisings in 


which 94 have been killed and hun- 
dreds wounded in four days of vio- 
lence had been put down. 

Further, they said a threatened 
general revolutionary strike had 
failed. It is thought the Govern- 
ment now will find it unnecessary 
to declare a state of martial law. 

Breaking out last Friday in a 
series of bombings and riotous dem- 
onstrations, the revolt spread quick- 
ly through Central and Northeast- 
ern Spain. 

Violence reached its peak yester- 
day in bitter clashes between Gov- 
ernment troops and roving bands 


of extremists, but there were only 


a few scattered minor disorders 
during the night. 

Steps were taken to give relief to 
the families of men killed in the 
fighting. 

Troops Still on Guard. 

Precautions against possible new 
disorders are planned, with troops 
relieving the guards who have pa- 
trolled the affected regions. 

The syndicalists, who seek gen- 
eral recognition of union labor, and 
the anarchists, accused of having 
started the revolutionary movement 
in reprisal for the Rightist victory 
in Spain’s recent elections, are ex- 
pected to continue their efforts to 
foment strikes. 

A statement was issued\in which 
Socialists declared they had no con- 
nection with the outbreaks. 

The Ministry of Justice an- 
nounced that special courts would 
be established throughout Spain 
immediately to begin the trying of 
more than 1000 extremists involved 
in the revolt plot. 

The Ministry said that meanwhile 
a special staff of thé Ministry of 
Justice was working day and night 
searching through its records to 
discover what prisoners were old 
offenders in an effort to impose se- 
vere punishment on them. 

Scattered disturbances continued 
today in, Madrid and its suburbs. 

Police kitied a syndicalist who 
placed a bomb on the street car 
tracks in the Cuatro Caminos dis- 
trict. The tracks were damaged 
slightly. 

Monarchists Pledge Support. 

Senator Antonio Goicoechea, for- 
mer Minister of the Interior under 
the deposed King Alfonso, offered 
the confidence of the Alfonso mon- 
archists “for the maintenance of 
order and preservation of the coun- 
try” to the Spanish Parliament to- 
day. 

At the same time representatives 
o fthe Conservatives, Centrists and 
Rightists announced their allegi- 
ance to the Government, thereby 
forming an overwhelming Govern- 
ment bloc in Parliament. 

The Government backing came in 
connection with interpellations of 
the Government by legislators over 
the four-day riotings. 


SHIPS OF AMERICAN NAVY 
TO CARRY SOVIET FLAGS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12—The 
Navy is in the market for several 
hundred square yards of red bunt- 
ing. 

Recognition of the Soviet by the 
United States has necessitated the 
equipment of all of the principal 
naval ships with one large Soviet 
flag and one smaller one, of a size 
similar to those of other foreign na- 
tions carried in the lockers. 

Foreign flags frequently are dis- 
played by American naval vessels. 
Similar courtesies are extended by 
foreign war vessels to the Amer- 
ican flag. Failure of a war vessel 
to make proper courtesy displays of 
flags might well result in a diplo- 
matic incident.

PARK TO PRESS 
FOR PASSAGE OF

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 12.— 
Gov. Park said today that the opin- 
ion of Attorney-General McKittrick, 
holding the pending one per cent 
sales tax bill unconstitutional, 
would not deter him from continu- 
ing’ the fight for the passage of a 


bill. 
The Governor said he agreed 


with two of the points raised by 
the Attorney-General, but said the 
bill could easily be amended to cor- 
rect the defects. 

After a careful study of the opin-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Pro- 


claiming the doctrine of evolution- 
ary progress in judicial procedure, 
the Supreme Court yesterday dis- 
regarded an old rule of common 
law by decreeing that a wife may 
testify in behalf of her husband in

Could Texas Feed the World? 
To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch: 


R. BRISBANE spéaks of Texas: as 
being able to feed the entire world. 
' This is not at all a new statement, and 

it is as misleading now as when it first 


appéared, if not more so. 


In round numbers, Texas comprises 

- 468,000,000 acres, and the world popula- 
tion, according to the best estimates, ig 
at léast 1,750,000,000. This would allow a 
patch of land 66 by 66 feet per capita, 


or about 10 people to the acre. 


From 1850 to 1920, the United States 
nhad very close to five acres of improved 
land per capita, plus an additional | 
amount on which to grow part of the 
meat. In the Post-Dispatch for Dec. 3, 
the Oklahoma Dairy Commissioner men- 
tions this five-acre allowance and says it 
could be cut to three acres by using 
methods well understood. But even this 
is 30 times the 66x66 allowed if Texas 


fed all.

An Amoebic Dysentery Victim. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


HAVE read your editorial, “News Sup- 

pression in Chicago,” also a number of 
letters on the subject from physicians. 
I wish to express my most emphatic criti- 
cism_of the Chicago health authorities 
and press for withholding knowledge of 
the amoebic dysentery epidemic during 


the Century of Progress Exposition. 


The writer had a sister, very dear to 
him, spend two weeks in Chicago in Oc- 
tober, stopping at one of the infecteé 
hotels. She arrived in St. Louis Oct. 28, 
suffering with mild dysentery. A local 
physician, without knowledge of the epi- 
demic in Chicago, treated her conserva- 
tively, not suspecting amoebic dysentery. 
I took my sister home to Kansas City, 
where her own physician, without knowl- 
edge of the epidemic, treated her for 


most obvious cause of symptoms. 


Patient died, and the post mortem re- 
vealed the cause of death to be amoebic 
dysentery, with almost simultaneous re- 
lease of news of the epidemic from Chi- 


cago. 

This death might have been prevented 
had either of these two physicians real- 
ized that an epidemic of amoebic dysen- 
tery was raging in Chicago. Whoever is 
liable should answer for the suppression

In this all-important field, the Mayor has default- 
ed his leadership. He is eloquent enough when it 
comes to telling business what its responsibilities are 
under the Blue Eagle, but he refuses to give business 
that aid which it needs to get back to normal. Be 
cause they knew that business, of itself, could not pull 
the country out of the greatest depression in history, 
the President and his administration contrived the 
public works program. It was hardly thought last 
spring, when Mayor Dickmann was being catapulted 
into office largely through the prestige of his leader 
at Washington, that he would fail to cb-operate with 
that leader. 
We know now that Mayor Dickmann is playing the 
game of the so-called “suffering taxpayers” rather ' 
than the interest of the city as a whole. Of course, 
the taxpayers are suffering, but it is because many 
of thém have been without employment, while others 
have had their incomes reduced as a by-product of 
unemployment. Who are the taxpayers that engage 
the Mayor’s sympathy? Certainly, they are not those 
who would receive jobs from a public works program, 
or who would otherwise benefit from the expenditure 
of a large sum of money within the next year. 
Just recently, the Federal Government has laid in 
the city administration’s lap a sum of money suffi- 
cient to give winter employment to 20,000 persons, It 
is a godsend for an administration which; in default 
of such a gift, would have had to confess its total 
fgilure to make this coming winter a less tragic 
one than the last. But for the civil works money, 
Mayor Dickmann would have had to withstand the 
scorn of those who heard him cry last spring, in his 
campaign for office: “A breadwinner in every home 
by Christmas!” 
The civil works money, however, will be exhausted 
in two months, and what then? Will the 20,000 men 
zo back to the insufferable idleness of the last four 
years, joining those other, thousands who were not 
fortunate enough even to get civil works jobs? The 
Building Trades Council does not think they should. 
It wants the Mayor to take constructive steps now, 
so that, by spring, the city, with Federal aid, will 
be able to carry on the fight against unemployment. 
St. Louis has always boasted its ability to care 
for its own. After the tornado of 1927, the city 
proudly broadcast its refusal to accept outside funds 
to repair the ravages of the storm. Is it a different 
city now than it was in 1927, or does it suffer from 
a weak and vacillating leadership?

The art museums of most cities have been built by 
a procegs of evolution, from a beginning with a 
small nucleus of art objects, through a long process 
of growth and change.

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UNCLE SAM’S CREDIT. 

Uncle Sam’s credit still seems to be good, or, if you 
will, A-l. For example: Thursday morning of last 
week, the Federal Government offered a securities 
issue of $950,000,000, bearing 2% per cent interest 
and maturing in a year. That night, the books were 
closed by order of the President. The issue had been 
over-subscribed about three times. 
Does this mean that the investing public indorses 
the administration’s monetary policy? We'do not 
think so. The investing public, like the non-invest- 
ing public, has only a hazy notion about the monetary 
policy. The specialists are divided on it. So, too, are 
men of large affairs. It goes without saying that 
they are equally sincere in their judgment. In the 
circumstances, the vast majority of us who are not 
specialists will preserve an open mind, hoping, to be 
sure, that the administration is on the right road, sus- 
tained, also, by the President’s sweeping assurance 
that he will abandon any plan if and when convinced 
it will not work. 
Certain claims may fairly be made, it seems to us, 
for the response to the Government’s latest offering. 
First of all, people with money to invest have con- 
fidence in the Government’s ability to pay. Obvious- 
ly, if they did not, they would not invest in the Gov- 
ernment’s paper. Again, it is conceded by observ- 
ers, some critical, some neutral as to the administra- 
tion, that popular confidence in Mr. Roosevelt, per- 
sonally, still runs high. 
That is about as much, we should {nink, as may 
reasonably be said for the gratifying reception ac 
corded the Government’s latest issue. It may be re- 
marked, too, that right now the Government has not 
much competition in the securities business. Indus- 
trial] and commercial financing is, at present, mark- 
ing time. The Government is enjoying something 
pretty close to a monopoly in that field. In other 
words, money seeking a safe return has little op- 
tion. Money looking for a job, so to speak, is almost 
compelled to go to the Government. 
One class of critics, it may be remarked, has been 
silenced. The financial writers of anti-administra- 
tion papers who were predicting the issue would be 
disappointingly received were wrong. Meeting such 
critics on their own ground, it may be said that the 
administration’s monetary policy, and its efforts as 
a whole, have not been repudiated, as their prophecies 
implied. Neither have they, in our opinion, been ac- 
claimed. 
As regards the monetary policy, it has not achieved 
its first objective, namely, restoration of the 1926 
commodity price level. But it has stimulated our 
foreign trade. According to the Standard Statistics 
Co., as quoted by the Springfield (Mass.) Republic 
an, the recent gain in American exports to the high- 
est level in two years “can be attributed in large part 
to advantage gained by Americans in world markets 
through depreciation of dollar exchange.” 
The man with a dollar to invest is doubtless aware 
of that fact. He is also aware, as we al! are, of the 
intangible evidence—the buoyancy of an atmosphere 
eharged with hope. And the intangibles, or, as Bis- 
marck phrased it, “the imponderables,” shape our 
festiny. 
Anyhow, Uncle Sam’s credit is good. 
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A MESSAGE FROM MARK TWAIN. 
Our always catholic reading tastes have taken us 
back to Mark Twain. The book in hand is “Rough- 
ing It,” published one round of the seasons before 
Gov. Park was born. The specific passage is the 
sixth paragraph of Chapter XIII. The westbound 
traveler has stopped in Salt Lake City and stands 
impressed before the seal of Utah.

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CHILD LABOR REFORM AND COMMUNISM. 
Little more than common horse sense should be 
required to refute the allegation, now being nfade as 
part of the campaign to prevent ratification of the 
Federal child labor amendment by the Missouri Leg- 
islature, where it is pending before the Senate, that 
that measure is of Communist or Socialist inspira- 
tion. Anyone who may have been impressed by this 
wild argument, however, should, before making up 
his mind, read the address by the late Senator Thom- 
as J. Walsh, delivered in the Senate Jan. 8, 1925, in 
which he demolished the charge of “Communist plot.”

And since there. is no exact 
science, men have to form their judgments 
on a consideration of broad resufts over rea- 
sonably long periods of time. 

True, we May ask ourselves, is it or is it 
not true that departure from the gold stand- 
ard and a lowering of the value of the cur- 
rency in terms of gold has something to do 
with arresting the deflation and reviving 
We know that Great Britain left 
the gold standard in September, 1931. And 
we know that between that date and June, 
1932, which is usually regarded as the low 
point of the world depression, the British 
index of manufacturing production 
though very little (it was 5 per cent), where- 
as the same index in the three leading gold 
countries fell 22 per cent for the United 
States, 22 per cent for France and 17 per 
cent for Germany. 

Perhaps there was no causal connection 
between adherence to the gold standard and 
continuing deflation, but it was at least a 
coincidence. For it is 
a fact, which I believe cannot be disputed, 
that the gold standard countries sank to 
a depth of depression which the countries 
that abandoned bold escaped,

Now let us look at our experience after 
we abandoned gold and left the dollar to 
depreciate to about the amount which Brit- 
ain allowed the pound to depreciate. 
have seen that Britain, to put it quite con- 
- servatively, remained at the level of prices 
and of production prevailing in September, 
1931, whereas we sank to much lower depths. 

What has happened since the American 
dollar has followed the pound away from 
gold? It can be said broadly that we have 
recovered the ground lost since 1931. Taking 
the Federal Reserve figures as a measure, 
we find that in September the adjusted index 
of industria] production was back where 
it was in June, 1931; that factory employ- 
ment was back where it was in August, 
1931; that payrolls were back to where they 
were in October, 1931; that freight car load- 
ings were back where they were about No- 
vember, 1931; that commodity prices were 
back to September, 1931; that common stocks 
were back at a point somewhere between 
September and November, 1931; that the av- 
erage price of bends was nearer the level of 
1931, than it was at any time 
while Britain was off and we were stil] on 
the gold standard. 


~The Currency Debate 


OME of the defenders of the gold policy 
have undoubtedly maintained that prices 
respond automatically and exactly to the 
gold value of the dollar, and it is, of course, 
easy for the opponents of the policy to show 
that, since Oct. 21, they have not responded. 
This debate does not throw much light on 
the real problem. For we do not learn what 
we should do about the currency by showing 
that someone else has made an extravagant 


super-depression which occurred when it did 
not follow the pound. It will, I think,’ be 
very hard to convince the lay mind that all 
of this is accident and coincidence, 

Now, I realize that these are rough gen- 
eralizations dnd that dangerous and unwar- 
ranted inferences might be drawn from 
them. For example, it does not at all follow 
that, having had some recovery by bringing 
the dollar into line .with the pound, both 
being depreciated from gold between 30 and 
40 per cent, that you can get more and 
more recovery by more and more debase- 
ment. You might get a panic and a col- 
lapse. But the inference is warranted, I 
think, that the British have been justified 
by the results in depreciating the pound as 
much as they have, and that we have been 
justified in following their example. 

. . . 


There is another broad consideration 
‘which, to the lay mind, is impressive. So 
far as I know, the United States is the only 
country not on the gold standard where 
the advocates of sound money profess to 
believe that the exchange value of the cur- 
rency in gold and other currencies ig of no 
importance, provided it is fixed. Here alone 
it is said that it does not matter where we 
stabilize if only we stabilize. I never heard 
of a responsible Briton whe said that about 
the pound, On the contrary, the British 
have fairly precise opinions, not absolutely 
exact, of course, as to how valuable they 
can afford to let the pound be. 

Why is it that the upholders of sound 
money in the United States are so unwilling 
to discuss the proper valuation of the dollar, 
and even in many cases fess not to re- 


gard the question as important? There is — 


a good reason, I think, and one with which 
it is easy to have a good deal of sympathy. 
They are afraid that if the question is de- 
bated, if stabilization is not effected in a 
hurry, the inflationists will get thé upper 
hand. As between the danger of stabilizing 


at the wrong level and the danger of hog-’ 


wild inflation, they naturally, and rightly, 
prefer a blind stabilization. 

So, at bottom, we are faced with a polit- 
ical question: Can the President keep his 
control throughout the monetary experi- 
ment? If he can, the operation of revaluing 
the dollar need arouse no more alarm than 
the equivalent operation in some 30 coun- 
tries. If he cannot, there are great dangers. 
Therefore, it seems to me that the first con- 
cern of those who wish to see a satisfactory 
outcome must be to strengthen the Presi- 
dent’s hands by bringing to his support the 
great mass of moderate opinion,

High-Pressure Methods. 

Some of the high-pressure meth- 
ods have undoubtedly been elimi- 
nated from the sport, salaries re- 
duced and old bitternesses re- 
moved, but the demand for winning 
results remains a conspicuous fac- 
tor, all official statements and 
speeches to the contrary. As one 
old grad put it: “The sportsman, 
in or out of college, should know 
how to lose gracefully, but he 
should also have a no less keen 
desire to win.” 

The big college schedules for the 
next few years already reflect the 
purpose of playing football within 
their own class. Old and almost 
forgotten rivalries have been _ re- 
newed or feuds, such as the Har- 
vard-Princeton affairs, ended for 
the purposes of competition in 
1934.

During the prohibition era, liquor 
violators in the Eastern Federal 
District of Missouri, including St. 
Louis, paid $1,312,357 in fines im- 
posed by Federal judges, according 
to a compilation of annual reports 
made by District Attorney Breuer. 
The amount of fines collected is 
little more than half of the amount 
assessed, $2,581,323. The difference 
is chiefly accounted for by the large 
number of violators who pleaded 
they were unable to pay fines and, 
after serving. 30 days, filed a 
pauper’s oath. Liquor prosecutions 
totaled 10,342. The records date 
from Oct. 28, 1919, when the first 
prosecutions were begun under 
wartime prohibition measures.

BREADWINNER TODAY 


Social Worker Says Older Men 
Are Forced Out to Speed 
Production. 


Daughter is putting on the over- 
alls and taking her place as the 
family breadwinner while father 
stays at home and does the mar- 
keting, L. D. Burschnitt, social 
worker for one of the city’s. relief 


“chiseling” and social 
aspects of the NRA before the 


Kings-Way Hotel. 

In some cases it may be the son 
but hundreds of times it is the 
daughter on whom the family de- 
pends for a livelihood, Burschnitt 
declared. It results from the fact 
that the minimum wage provided 
by the President’s blanket re-em- 
ployment agreement in many cases 
has become the maximum wage. 
“A man applying for a job is 
asked how large a family he has,” 
he explained. “If he replies he has 
two or three or more children, his 
chances many times are poor be- 
cause the employer knows that the 
$12 a week minimum wage will not 
support a family of that size and 
he does not wish to be in the posi- 
tion of employing a man who has 
to depend upon charitable organi- 
zations for something to eat. 
“The son or the daughter, on the 
other hand, may obtain employ- 
ment. Another factor in their favor 
is that they are: younger, more 
energétic and able to produce more 
in a day. Many a girl is wearing 
overalls. 

Youth and Production. 
“This advantage of youth to em- 
ployers is emphasized by the ef- 
fort of employers to maintain their 
former volume of production in 
spite of reduced hours. In one St. 
Louis shoe factory employes were 
told they must produce as much 
in 35 hours as they made in 46 
hours before the blanket code was 
signed. 

“Pacemakers, the fastest of the 
workers in any department, pro- 
duced at a rate which could not be 
followed by older employes. The 
latter were dismissed as incompe- 
tent and younger workers were put 
in their places. Father lost his self- 
respect and his place as the fam- 
ily breadwinner. 

“Some workers who had been re- 
ceiving $18 a week were reduced 
to $14 because that was all the 
employer considered he had to pay 
although the President’s re-employ- 
ment agreement pledged him not 
to reduce the pay of employes be- 
low the former scale. Workers 


| 


were reduced to 35 hours at 40 
cents or a weekly wage of $14.40 
in some cases. € 


actually reduced,” Burschnitt con- 
tinued. “In one plant men came 
to work at 7 o’clock, the clock was 
punched at 8, they checked out at 
4 and left work at 5. In another 
instance they were required to stay 
after the officia) work day was 
over and clean and repair their 
machines. 

“One North St. Louis concern 
made a great show in connection 
with the NRA parade which was 
part of the program for obtaining 
public interest in the recovery 
movement. Employes were given 
four hours off to carry banners in 
the parade. The next day they 
were compelled to work four hours 
overtime. 

“However, there are some estab- 
lishments,” Burschnitt added, 
“which do not resort to such crude 
methods. They give their workers 
a small raise in pay, sufficient to 
permit their classification as exec- 
utives, thus removing the restric- 
tion as to the number of hours they 
may work. This is the dignified 
method of procedure. 

“Some men who were receiving 
50 cents an hour at the time the 
President’s re-employment agree- 
ment was signed were fired, walked 
down the street to an employment 
office and rehired themselves on 
the same job at 40 cents an hour, 
the minimum which had become a 
maximum.” 

Asked about the plight of some 
truck drivers, Burschnitt explained 
methods of evasion practiced by 
some industries requiring extensive 
delivery services. 

“A driver,” he said, “is paid the 
required NRA wage but he cannot 
do all the work of delivering by 
himself. For this he is given extra 
compensation of $1 or $1.50 a day. 
But he must hire a helper, who is 
not considered an employe of the 
driver’s employer. In order to ob- 
tain a helper, in most cases, the 
driver must give him a part of his 
own wage. 

“Hours -for drivers are often 
lengthened by the necessity of his 
making collections on his route. 

“Some Happier Aspects.” 

“There are some happier aspects 
of the NRA,” Burschnitt said in 
concluding. “Wages have been in- 
creased in some cases and doubt- 
less more persons have been put to 
work. But since you asked me to 
talk on the gloomier side and tell 
you about chiseling, I have left the 
rest to other speakers.” 

Mrs. T. M. Sayman, only woman 
member of the St. Louis NRA Com- 
pliance Board, described the pro- 
cedure of the organization which 
receives complaints of violations 
and attempts, through persuasion, 
to induce compliance.

Three 
no trumps looks tempting—but af- 
ter all the spade stopper will be 
knocked out immediately and if 
there is a diamond finesse to be 
taken, it will be into the hand with 
the long spades. Moreover, that 
finesse is likely to lose, as Hast 
has overcalled in a suit yhich he 
lacks both king and queen. The 
play will be under much better con- 
trol in diamonds than in no 
trumps, even though it means tak- 
ing two more tricks., All passed 
the five-diamond contract. 


THE PLAY. 

East opened with the ace of 
spades and then played a smell 
one. Declarer saw that the club 
finesse could and must be taken 


once against the king. This is —— 


necessary finesse, but the diamond 
finesse—likely to be a loser any- 
way on the bidding—could. be 
avoided. He therefore started to 
strip the hand first by playing the 
two high hearts. When the queen 
fell, he switched to clubs, finessing 
the jack. Be next trumped the 
third spade, then led out the ace 
of trumps, abandoning any idea of 
the finesse. Next he led a small 
heart. East, however, did not 
trump with his king; so dummy 
ruffed. Now a small trump is led 
from dummy, forcing East into the 
lead. Now he is hooked—either he 
must lead a spade, enabling de- 
elarer to ruff in dummy and throw 
off his own small club, or East 
must lead away from his K-10 of 
clubs into tenace position formed 
by the ace-nine in dummy and the 
queen small in North’s hand. This 
is perfect play following perfect 
bidding. I want you to notice how 
declarer took the necessary finesse 
in clubs but avoided the trump 
finesse. Had he taken the latter 
finesse, he would have lost it and 
beerl set, as East would still have 
an outcard in the small trump, 
therewith to escape the end play. 
Incidentally, the strip play here is 
a double strip, as he strips not 
only his own hand and dummy’s, 
but also Hast’s hand, in setting the 
stage for the final “coup de grace.” 
East is compelled to wreck the de- 
fense by means of his trump trick; 
the guarded king of trumps be- 
comes an instrument employed by 
the declarer.

Ephedrine 


HE history of drugs is ever a 
T tascinating topic. The vegtable 

drugs particularly have records 
behind them of a most fantastic and 
wonder-evoking kind. 


The drug ephedrine, which has 
come into common use only recent- 
ly, illustrates this. Ephedrine has 
been employed by the Chinese for 
many centuries. 

Native Chinese drugs and medic- 
inal remedies do not, however, have 
a very high reputation for scientific 
worth, and so little attention was 
paid to ma huang, as the drug was 
called in Chinese. 

Some 30 years ago. however, the 
drug was experimented with in 
European an@ American labora- 
tories. 


In Lhe early work, ephedrine was 
found to huve marked toxic effects, 
and in consequence it was held that 
the drug would not prove of any 
substantial value in medicine. 


Dr. Chen, a Chinese physician, 
however, demonstrated that ephe- 
drined did, on the contrary, have 
certain very interesting character- 
istics and a large promise of use- 
fulness. 

Ephedrine resembles an extract 
from the suprarenal glands known 
as adrenalin. In suitable doses, it 
raised the blood pressure, increases 
heart activity, relieves spasms of 
the bronchi, dilates the pupils and 
may act both as a stimulant and as 
inhibitor of the gastro-intestinal 
tract. 

Ephedring has certain advantages 
over adrenalin in that it keeps well 
and does not deteriorate on expo- 
sure to air, light or heat. ~ 

Ephedrine is now being used clin- 
ically in many cases, particularly in 
such diseases’as bronchial asthma, 
hay fever, bronchitis and whooping 
cough.

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Drinks Made

O far, our discussion of wine 
has centered around its use at 
the dinner table.- Wine lends 
itself readily to the mixing of 
numerous beverages, both hot and 
cold, that are delicious and refresh- 
ing. : 

The true connoisseur likes his 
wine straight, and prefers a glass 
of Sherry or one of the other sweet 
wines ‘for a cocktail. But in this 
country, since prohibition days, 
people like to mix drinks. Wine 
drinks have the advantage of being 
stimulating without the wallop that 
has its effects the morning after. 

To show the possibilities of wine 
as a base for beverages, I am go- 
ing to suggest. several popular 
drinks. A little experimenting will 
readily develop others that are 
good. 

Sherry Cobbler—Half fill a large 
tumbler with finely crushed ice, 
adding a teaspoonful and a half 
of powdered sugar, two or three 
pieces of the outer rind of a lemon, 
and a wine giass and a half of 
Sherry; the tumbler is then filled 
up with pounded ice, and after the 
drink is mixed by pouring rapidly 
from one tumbler to another sev- 
eral times, it is taken through a 
straw. eae 

Egg Nog—Take thé yolk of eight 
eggs and beat with them six large 
spoonsful of sugar. When this is 
a cream, add the third part of a 
nutmeg, grated. Into this stir one 
tumblerful of brandy and a wine 
glass of Sherry wine. Mix them 
well together.

Add sugar to sweeten 
if desired. Makes 12 glasses. 

Wine Highball—Add three parts 
water to one part red or white 
dry wine, lemon juice to tasté; serve 
with ice. 

Hot Claret Punch—Here’s an ex- 
cellent remedy for a bad cold. Put 
in a saucepan two large cupsful 
of good Claret with three teaspoons- 
ful granulated sugar and three 
clove sticks. Boil until wine has 
reduced about half. Pour in a cup, 
and put in it a small piece of 
lemon rind, sprinkle on a little pow- 
dered cinnamon and drink as ho 
as possible. r 

Claret Cup—One bottle each of 
Claret and seltzer water; Add one 
tumblerful of iced water, half a 
lemnon sliced, Put in small lumps of 
ice and seltzer with sugar.
